ſened, So faith Hippocrates , when the Youla 
_ down, and the lower part of it is great- 
er then the higher, and round, then it is ſafe 
to operate after the adminiſtring of a Clyſter, 
But if it be red and ſwoln it cannot be cur, fca- 
ried, or burnt without danger, for a greater 
Inflammation will follow, as alſo a Flux of 
blood ; therefore you muſt endeayonr , as he 
ſaith, ro extenuate theſe accidents by other 
means at that time, 

Paulus Agineta will not have us to touch 
the Uwuls with an Iron to cur it, when it is 
livid or blackiſh , that is, when it hath malig- 
nity in it, and inclineth to be a Cancer,
